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MEDICAL AMENITIES IN BRAZIL. 


The Unhappy Experience of Dr. Fort, who 
Criticised Braz lian Doctors. 


In 1880 a French medical graduate 
named Fort established himeelf at Rio 
de Janeiro, where hegoon acquired a 
great reputation as a ekillful surgeon, 
thereby somewhat arousing the — 
of the iocai practittoners. Returning to 
Paris after some years of expatriation he 
published his impressions of the Brazil. 
ian capital, making peculiar mention of 
the defective system of instruction in 
operation at the School of Medicine, and 
animadverting with much eeverity on 
the extreme lack of zeal manifested by 
the students. A few months ago Dr. 
Fort again visited Rio de Janeiro, but 
had it not been for the interventian of 
the French ambassador, the reception he 
wae accorded by ‘lis former colleagues 
and their pupils might well have been 

attended by serious consequences. The 
following description of the fracas is far- 
nished by e# local paper: ‘At mid-day 
Oav dor street was blocked by upward of 
500 students crying with one voice, 
‘Death to Fort!’ Dividing into groupe 
they then proceeded to the various news- 
paper Cffices of the city, demanding the 
co-operation of the press in punishing the 
base maligner who, in their persons, had 
dared to insult the whole of Brazil and 
its inhabitants. After this they searched 
tne hotels for their victim in order to 
lynch him, but happily Dr. Fort was ab- 
sent from the city thatday. Thus foiled 
they orgnnized an execution in eftigy ; 
with a funeral procession, the starting 
point of which was at the Medical Fac- 
ulty. Upwards of a thousand students 
accordingly emerged from the faculty the 
next morning, in regular order, each in- 
dividual carrying in his hand a lighted 
taper, while at tre head of the cclamn 
there was a catafalque with a coffin con 
taining the effigy. On either side robed 
students besring extra large candies 
marched as pallbearers: and ecattered 
along the linc was a plentiful display of 
banners decorated with asses’ heads and 
other Yigg nd allusious to Bra- 
zil’s calamniator. So realistic was the 
whole ecene, that prayers for the dead 
were chanted while the procession was 
en route, and when the final act of cre- 
mation took place in San Francisco 
=quare it was accompanied by the solemn 
s:rains of “De Profundis.’” By a later 
account we leara that Dr. Fort “was able 
toembark on the La Piata safe ana 
cound,” and also convinced, we should 
think, that Brazilian medical studenta 
have still geome zeal left.—The Lancet. 


NEW STERILIZING IDEA. 
The Scheme to ba Tried in Paria en a 
Large Scale. 


One of the newest applications of elec- 
tricity, and one fraught with great posgsi- 
bilities tor the fature, is about to be tried 
at Paris, St. Petereburz, and Antwerp, | ca 
where large experimental plants are be. 
ing erected for the production of ozone, 
to be used in the elerilization of drinking 
water, Ozone, according to M. Repin, of 
the Pasteur institute, not oniy destroys 
the wicrobes, but is the oaly agent which 
destroye itself spontaneouely atier having 
acted without ieaving any trace. It 
Oflere advantages over sierilization by 
heatiug, in that 1t does not remove the 
air from the water, and in that it has the 
adyantage of destroying not only living 
germ, but also organic substances dis- 
solved in the water. 

The purification of drinking water by 
oz ne has now been carried out on a 
large scale at Oudshoorn, Belgium, for 
overayear. The water source at this 
place wasa yery polluted one, when un- 
treated being abseluteiy unfit for use. 
At the first contact of the water and the 
ozonized air the greater part of the mi- 
cropes are killed; but a few offer resist 
ance, and to kill these seven or nine 
minutes of continued appiication is re- 
quired, Asa remarkable example of the 
power of ozone for this purpose, of seven- 
teen sampe tabes thus treated sixteen 
remained sterile, It bas also been found 
tiat ozonized water 1s very much less 
liable to reinfection than » ater which 
has peen merely filtered and that the 
beneticial ealte in water are scarcely af- 
fucted by ozone, 

tne color and taste of the water are 
modified favorably. Lhe only dithicaity 
in the application of the process hitherto 
bas been the want of suitaoly constructed 
apparatus to produce the cz ne ecouomi- 
caily and in large quantities. This, how- 
ever, is believed by M. Repin to have 
been soived. A practical apparatus is 
being exhibited at the hygienic exposi- 
fio in Paris, and at the Belgiam plant 
above referred to. Regarding the cost 
of the process, which uepenas chielly 
upon the amoust of organic material io 
the water and the price of coal, it has 
been found that in the treatment of the 
seine water less than one-horse power 
per hour will be necessary for the eteril. 
Zatlon OF tive cabic metere. A dauv 
cousumptioa of 500,000 cabic meters of 
Water, as in Paris, wiil, therefore, require 
avonl 5 .0lVO Horse-power, the* cosc of 
operating which 15 not thought extordi 
taut.

Telescopic Tower One of the 
Paris 1°00 Exposition, 


If shooting through the clouds in a 
cane tottomed chair is not sensational 
enough tostir the blocd of our modern 
novelty lover at the Paris exporition 
of 1900, let him enter the surveying 
tower, which will be built cloee by. 
[here is nothing particularly startling 
about the suggestion of a surveying 
tower, yousay. Just wait till you hear 
all. 

You will enter a leaning cylindrical 
tower about fifty feet high and made of 
tempered steel, It looke likes like noth- 
ing more imposing tnan a metallic tower 
‘oi Pisa. You find acircular reat inside, 
capable of holding about twenty persons. 
You will sit down and probably grasp 
the railing pretty tight, meanwhile held- 
ing your breath. 

When the seats are filled you will eud- 
denly ghoot up into the air for a distance 
of 200 feet.

How Its ladustries Can be Benetitted. 


Mr. D. D. Mann, the railroad contract- 
or, has returned from a trip to the Pacific 
coast. Among the points visited was the | 
Norto Star m ne, near Fort Steele Mr. 
Manu is the president of the company 
which owns this mine. The work of 
development has been going on for ten 
monthaand the ontpat of silver and 
lead has been very satisfaciory, about | 
6,000 tong of ore being mined. Of this) 
251) tons have been shipped to market. | 
This outpat of 6.000 tons was taken from | 
drifts and cros9 cute while developing the | 
property leaving wtabout 45,000 tons | 
in sightinthe mine. The ore is sent to! 
sineltera inthe United States, 

“We have paid 25.000 import duty to 
the States,” eaid Mr, Mann, “for the 
privilege cf having this ore reduced and 
marketed in that country, It would 
be folly for (Canada to reduce her 
tariff while the United S’'ates maintains 
such a high tariff wall. What the min 
ing interests of Canada need is a fair 
trade rather than a free trade. While 
reciprocity with the States wonld do 
mining much good, free trade on our part 
oniy would be detrimental to the min- 
ing interests of British Columbia.” 

“In your opinion,” asked @ Free Press 
reporter, ‘‘what course should the gov- 
ernment adopt in dealing with the tariff 
in this connection?” 

“In the firet place,” was the answer, 
“the government shon!i build the 
Crow's Nest Pass railroad or asetist a com- 
pany todo so. This wonld lead to the 
development of the coal mines in that 
district and furnish cheap coke for amelt- 
ing purposes. This would give a great 
Impetus to mining in Britisn Columbia 
and create a market for the eastern man- 
ufacturers. At Vancosver there stiould 
be a refinery to separate the precions metal 
from the base, This vould admit of 
jarge shipmente of lead to China and 
other countries Where itis largely used 
in packing tea. With such advantages 
as theteBrilish Coinmbia wonld be inde- 
pendent of the Statea,to which we now 
pay $20 a ton as an import daty on lead 
pailion, and Canada could maintain ae 
high a tariff as now existe in the States. 
The Dominion government should ask 
the imperial government to establieh 
mintsin British Columbia, in order to 
coin the outpat of our own mines, the 
gold now produced in British Columbia 
being sent to the United States minta, to 
be adorned with the etamp of the eagle. 
This would enable a miner to exchenge 
his gold dust for sovereigns, which would 
make it unnecessary to pay middlemen’s 
and brokers’ fees. 

‘*New discoveries are being made every 
day,” contined Mr. Mann, “out on ac- 
count of lack of tranmtportation, it is im 
possible to mine succesefnily in many 


districts. In my opinion the B. C. 
government should bonusa refinery at 
Vancouver, because they receive a direct 
revenue from the miners as well as from 
the producing mines. With increased 

ansportation facilities British Columbia 
will, inthe near future, be one of the 
greatest mining countries in the world.” 


A Miner Burled Alive. 

Carlton F. Welle, two years ago started 
from Trenton, N.J. for the Arctic gold 
fields, and, after accumulating a fortune 
of $20,000, was stricken with heart dis- 
ease at Juneau, Alaska, and buried there. 
In his will he bequeathed hia property to 
his wife in Trenton, and it was forwarded 
to her, She sent word to have the body 
exhumed and shipped east for permanent 
interment. When the coffin containing 
Well’s almost decomposed body was 
opened, tne inspection showed beyond a 
doubt that Wells had awakeded froma 
deathlike trance after barial. In the 
skeleton right hand was clutched the 
gutta perca plate bearing three false 
teeth, which in his agony Wells must 
have torn from his mouth. In the coffin 
was also found a plain gold ring, which 
the dead man had worn. In view of this 
terrible discovery the undertaker and 
doctor who had attended Weils at Jun- 
eau, decided not to send the remains to 
his Trenton home.
